SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


HAS DONE. 


General Manager Towne of the South- 
‘ern Pacific Company Writesa Let- 
ter to the Board of Trade—Facts 
and Figures. 


Yesterday morning the following letter 
was received by Secretary A. M. Lawrence 
of the Board of Trade. The letter is trom 
General Manager A. N. Towne of the 
Southern Pacific Company, and shows by 
freight and passenger figures at his com- 
mand that a wonderful growth has been 
going on in Southern California during the 
past few years. The letter is quite in- 
teresting and reads as follows:

Measured by a standard of comparison, 
1887 with the previous periods, we find even 
within our limited scope of observation 
much of interest to Californians, and much 
which should interest all of those of the 
East, and which should engage the atten- 
tion of and awaken an interest in the minds 
of our representatives. To properly direct 
attention to the wants of the people of. this 
great and phenomenal California it will be 

necessary to show them the progress that 
has been made withib the last few years; 
show them that labor, a ready flow of ca 5 
tal and our climate provide the necessar 
of life; alsoshow them the multiplied — 
forts and luxuries immeasurable in every 
direction. Then show them, by way of 

comparison, how inconsiderate the Govern- 
ment has been of your wants—not only ot 
Los Angeles, but ef your port of San Pe- 
dro. The want of action on the part ot the 
Government, I believe, is born of want of 
knowledge of the true state of affairs which 
t urrounds you; and it is not at all strange 
we find . Government so far behind in 
porters for you as it should, since the 
acts of the marvelous prosperity of your 
section of the State, as well as that of all 
other portions of California, are so little 
known or understood by our people. How 
many are awale of the fact that the con- 
stant flow of traffic, passing and re ing 
—alwaysa fair index as a guide of other 
business pursuits—has so largely increased 
as 1s denoted by the following figures: 

Acareful calculation shows the number 
of freight cars coming west from Ogden 
during October, November and December, 
1887, exceeded same for like period in 1886 
by 49 per cent; a similar comparison of 
passenger Cars shows an increase in 1887 of 
68 per cent. At El Paso the increase was 10 
per cent. for freight cars and 28 per cent.for 
— 2 ger cars. At Deming we received 

the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
during the period named 134 per cent. more 
freight cars and 14 per cent. more passenger 
cars than during same period in 1586, and 
from the Atlantic and Pacific at Mojave 31 
per cent. mo e freight cars and 153 per cent. 
more passenger cars. We are taxed to our 
utmost capacity and are unable to meet as 
promptly as we would desire the demands 
— upon us. We had, as we believed, fore- 
seen a large increase of traffic iu 1887 over 
1886, but it has exceeded our most sanguine 
expectations. In this connection I will men- 
tion, in passing, that our company has 
ers out for 118 locomottves, of which 33 
have been received. 

1 et I am unable to give you the 
amount of lumber received at the port of 
san Pedro during the two years above 
named, but the inciease in 1887 over 1886 
was v large 

Relative to the increase of traflic into the 
city of Los Angeles, this must be apparent 

even to the casual observer. We have at 
the present time 30 passenger trains per 
day into and out of that city, not to men- 
tion freight traffic destined to and passing 
through there. 

You ask for a statement of treight re- 
ceived at Los Angeles in 1887as compared 
with 1886, and also a statement of freight 
received there in 1887 as compared with 
freight received at San Francisco during 
the latter year. Of the total freight re 
ceived at Los Angeles in 1887, I find there 
was an increase as compared with the re: 
— . of 1886 of 210, tons, or 77 per 

nt.; there being an increase in through | 
freight of 130 per cent. and in local of 72 
per cent, not includin oon ny's freight 

Comparing the loca c received at 
Los Angeles during 1887 with that received 
by rail at San Francisco during the same 
period, I find the Los Angeles tonnage ex“ 
ceeds that of San Francisco by 51,392 tons, 
or an excess of 17 per cent. It should be 
remembered, however, that in the ase of 
Los Angeles th the tonnage given includes a 
proportionately greater amount: of the 
coarser class of freight, such as coal, lum- 
ber, etc., than does that of San Francisco. 

I have not the passenger Statistics before 
me to give you, 2 you will form a fair 
idea of the tide of travel to ana from 
Angeles as compared with San Francisco 
by the relative movement of baggage at the 
two places. I find the number of pieces of 
baggage checked from I. os Angeles during 
the year equaled 57 per cent. of the number 
ch from San Francisco, and the num- 
ber received at Los Angeles equaled 52 per 
= of the number received at San Fran- 
Cinco. 

And since the people still continue to 
come from sections of the country where 
there is neither present certainty nor re- 
mote prospects of rapid improvement to 
California, which offers such great attrac- 
tions and so many opportunities, it is not, 
we think, putting the case toe strongly to 
4 that a comparison of the current year

Sherman said: “When I think of the 


contrast between our home market and the 


foreign market in the magnitude and pro- 
portion of the universal benefits of the one 
and the comparative uulmportance of the 
other, 1 am led to wonder why many 
gentlemen of education and character 
are willing to eudanger the wonderful 
developement of our home industries 
to increase our foreign competition. I be- 
lieve the best we can do for mankind is to

THE PROPERTY HOLDERS WANT 
TO WIDEN THE STREET. 


They Make Up Their Minds That the 
Street Should Be Widened from 
First to Nisth—A Committee Ap- 
pointed to Report Next 


A meeting of the n on 
Fort street, convened at the instangg of Dr. 
J. P. Widney, was held in the Council 
chamber last evening. The purpose of the 
meeting was to consider the advisability of 
taking the necessary steps for the widening 
of Fort street, between ‘Second and Ninth 
streets. Among other gentlemen present 
were II.

Brown, II. Barting, H. C. Witmer and 


others. 

Dr. Widney called the meeting to 42.5 
at 8 oO'clock and explained his reasons for 
issuing the call, and intimated that the 


first steps necessary for the gentlemen 
present to take was the election of a chair- 
man and secretary. 

Dr. Widney being elected to the chair, 
and A. M. Hough appointed to act as secre- 
tary, the chairman said that though some 
might understand the nature of the im- 
provements desired, ethers might not, and 
consequently he would briefly outline what 
was proposed. Fort street is a perfectly 
straight street. and it had been suggested 
that if five feet were thrown ‘into the side- 
walks before ony large buildings were 
erected there would be a 17-foot sidewalk, 
a width that no street in the city has at the 

resent time. If it was decided toembrace 
in the proposed improvements from First to 
Second, then the only building that would 
n to be altered, and for which an assess- 
ment would need to be levied on the prop- 
erty holders, would be Mr. Miller’s prop- 
erty.

The 
street has been widened, and very soon it 
will be carried through to Loe Angeles, and 
that without any friction.
